Hard Time on the Lake. 


We went aboard this well-known little craft 
yesterday to examine her cargo of shingles. 
and were surprised at the icy and frozen appear- 
ance of everything on board. She left the port 
of Newark, at the mouth of the Kalamazoo riv- 
er, Sunday evening, and was out in the storms 
and squalls of Sunday night and Monday morn- 


ing. ‘So rough was the weather and the sea, 


that, when about half way across, the sea broke 
over ber almost at every plunge. Some seven- 

ty-five M. or more of shingles from her deck- 

load were wasbed overboard. The crew Jashed 
themselves with ropes tothe vessel, so that, 

should a sea dash them orerboard,a rope around 
them and fast aboard would enab!e them to haul 
themselves back on deck agein. The mate was 
wasbed overboard and carried off ten or fifteen 
feet from the vessel, but by means of the rope 
thus precautionarily fastened around him, he 
drew himself back aboard. The captain was 
thrown down upon his deck-load by a sea strik- 
ing him, but did not pitch him overboard. The 
weather was freezing cold, and the wet gar- 
ments, sails, rigging, cargo, rails, booms and 
everything, were glazed with ice. From eight 
o’clock Sunday evening till eleven o'clock Mon- 
day forenoon the captain was on deck, and, 


most of the time, at the wheel. A watch of ff- 


teen hours under circumstances such as we have 
described, was a terrible ordeal. His garments 
were stiff with ice, his limbs benumbed with 
cold, his hair fall of ice, and bis cap was frozen 
to his hair so firmly that some time after he 
came into the harbor he had to cut off frozen 
hair to get bis cap off His anchor and chains 
were left on the bar. His craft was seen out- 
side and one of Prinditille’s tuys went out and 
brought her in.
